Your undated letter cad the enclosed resolution passed by the 
University of Pennsylvania Student Govermeat on February 20th, 1967* 
has been received. 

The first question that occurs to m is -- l *Jhy is the Pest 
President, Student Oovomaent, and the Past Chairman, External Af- 
fairs Ctomraittoa of Student (bvvr&sent, writing to no about a reso- 
lution adopted by the University of Pennsylvnaie Student Oovoranentt* 

I would like to know why the Present President and Chairnan did not 
send this information to m„ and X would like to bo enlightened on 
this point. 

After carefully reading your letter end carefully reviewing 
the resolution, X would libs to surest that the Student Government 
Association give more mature and infbrssd consideration to the matter 
of tho CXA involvement with the K&A. X have Just read a Joint state- 
ment by the IS Past Presidents of the USA in which they categorically 
deny that the CXA attempted to influence any action of the BSA. Thus, 
there is no basis in fact for paragraph %5 of your resolution* Fur- 
ther, each Pest Pxooldent states that after their election os Presi- 
dent they wore fully briefed as to the role tho CIA wea playing in 
connection with the ESA, end they voluntarily agreed to continue 
this oeooo lot ion* Your statement certainly does not substantiate 
the conclusions reached in paragraph #7 of your resolution. 

The funds directed to the SSA by the CXA enabled tho ESA to do 
a better Job of representing the students of the United States through- 
out the world and advancing, true principles of democracy, which is 
the objective you state in the first paragraph of your resolution. 
Without this financial assistance the ESA could sot have done the 
good Job that it has been doing and the Pent Presidents of the H3A 
hove stated that their efforts to raise sufficient money to operate 
without the financial assistance of the CXA wore unsuccessful*
